A crucial ASF Worid Cup committee meet- 
ing this weekend could decide the future of 
Australia’s assault on an Olympics berth in 
Seoul in 1988 and Frank Arok’s reign as na- 


tional team boss. 

Arok is adamant that his 
men participate in the 
President’s Cup in Seoul 
from May 28 to June 4 but 
some World Cup commit- 
tee members are under- 
stood to be keen to use the 
Socceroos in a four-team 
international tournament 
in Australia at the same 
time as the President’s 
Cup. 


“] find it hard to believe 
that anyone in the right 
trame of mind could do 
such a thing, either to me 
or to Australian soccer,” 
said Arok. 


“It's in our interests to go 
to Seoul and to play in the 
Olympic stadium there. It 
will give us a great under-

The Seoul trip has other 
advantages. 

Prizemoney for the 
President's Cup is 
$US50,000 to the winner 
and $US25,000 to the run- 
ner-up. Prizemoney for the 
proposed international 
tournament in Australia is 
$A20,000 to the winner, 
$A10,000 to the runner-up, 
$A5,000 to the third-placed 
team and $A2,000 to the 
fourth-placed team. 

Arok also plans to play 
against Taiwan and Papua 
New Guinea on his way 
back from the President's 
Cup. These would be the 
away legs of Australia’s 
Olympic preliminary quali- 
fying commitments.

The cost of the Soccer- 
oos travel to and accomo- 
dation in South Korea will 
be met by the organisers of 
the President’s Cup. 

The 10-team President's 
Cup tournament comprises 
South Korea, North Korea, 
Chile, Kuwait, Nigeria, AC 
Milan, Sao Paulo, an east- 
ern bloc nation, an English 
First Division club and, 
hopefully, Arok’s 
Socceroos. 

Stiff competition indeed 
for Australia, but just the 
kind of challenge that Arok 
relishes. 

“The degree of success 
we earned in our attempt 
to qualify for last year’s 
World Cup Finals has set 
new standards for the na- 
tional team and no longer 
can we afford to take any 
game lightly,” said Arok. 

“This is a new team that 
we are building and it has 
an aggressive, attacking 
mood. If this team can 
maintain a high level of 
competitiveness and at- 
tacking flair then we 
definitely are on the right 
track but we need another 
20 top international match- 
es with these players to 
turn them into a very, Very 
capable outfit.” 


Westway, a Perth-based 
promotions company, is 
organising the interna- 
tional tournament which 
clashes with the Presi- 
dent’s Cup. Westway al- 
ready has signed up 
Glasgow Celtic, Manches- 
ter United and Notting- 
ham Forest. The 
Socceroos are tentatively 
pooked to participate. 


Westway director Brian 
Haffenden has been in Syd- 
ney recently and has met 
with ASF executive direc- 
tor Brian Emery to try and 
resolve the matter. 

There is a possibility that 
the President’s Cup could 
be rescheduled to June 7 to 


| 21 but time is running out 


for Westway and chances 
are that the tournaments 
will clash. 
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Manchester United and 
Nottingham Forest already 
have squared up to Arok’s 
men in recent times. Glas- 
gow Celtic hasn't and is the 
only one of the visiting trio 
that Arok is keen to do 
battle with. 

Eight players made.their 
Socceroo debuts last year 
as Arok went about the 
task of rebuilding. 

The players were: Alan 
Hunter (Heidelberg), Da- 
vid Lowe (Marconi), Steve 
Maxwell (then with Ade- 
laide Juventus but now 
with Marconi), Serge 
Melta (Adelaide Juventus), 
Angie Postecoglou (South 
Melbourne Hellas), Russell 
Stewart (Brisbane Lions), 
Ernie Tapai (Footscray 
JUST) and Andrew Zinni 
(Brunswick Juventus). 


The Socceroos played 
10 games in 1986, winning 
five, drawing two and los- 
ing two. They scored 12 
goals and conceded eight. 


The Socceroos fared 
poorly in their three-match 
series against Czecho- 
slovakia, drawing the first 
game 1-1 in Melbourne 
then losing 1-0 in Adelaide 
and 3-0 in Sydney. 

“With more caution, we 
would have had better re- 
sults against the Czechs but 
we were trying a few dif- 
ferent things. We had an 
unfortunate cocktail of old 
and new players. We want- 
ed to get some understand- 
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in which Arok used mainly 
the fringe players in his 
squad then defeated the 
strong Shandong province 
side 2-0 with goals from 
Garry McDowall and 
Arnold. 


Arok plans to take the 
Socceroos on a tour of 
South America which 
would kick-off in Decem- 
ber this year and end in 
January, 1988. It’s an am- 
bitious plan, given that 
Arok only has been hired 
until the Olympics in 1988. 

Arok recognises that his 
main task is to reach Seoul 
but he also is casting his 
expert eye on the situation 
facing Australia in its fight 


to reach the 1990 World 


Cup Finats-in Italy. 

At present, the Soccer- 
oos are likely to have to

Sydney Croatia has completed the transfer of stiker 
Robbie Siater from Blacktown in a deal that saw Black- 
town gain $15,000 and goalkeeper Steve Watson in 
exchange for Siater. 


That brings Croatia's outlay on new players for (his season to 
$55,000 if you include Watson, who was negotiaitng with Black- 
town anyway and had an $8000 price tag on his head 


The other Croatia sonnes are stopper Ray Vlietstra from 
Wollongong for $15,000, goalkeeper Tony Franken from Carn- 
berra for $12,000 and defender Mark Jones from Newcastle 
Rosebud for $5000. 


Zeljko Jurin, Croatia's star striker, returned from overseas last 
week but his failure to agree to terms for 1987 has earned him a 
$50,000 transfer listing! 

There’s probably no way that that kind of money will be offered 
for the talented forward, even given the buoyancy of the transfer 
market in Sydney 

Perhaps the figure is designed to scare away potential buyers 
and it wouldn't surprise to see Jurin staying at Croatia. 

Croatia has sold Emil Dragicevic to Sydney Olympic for $8000 
while Marijan Kovacic is transfer listed at $14,000 and brother 
Alex is listed at $2000. 

Coach Vedran Rozic still has a very impressive squad and 
there's little doubt that Croatia will be one of the strongest sides in 
the 1987 West End NSL.

Croatia also was in the hunt for Alan Scott from Adelaide Hellas 
but Hellas has put $25,000 on Scott's head, which is a major hitch 


in the completion of the deal. 


Croatia is being thwarted in its bid to sign Alan Davidson 
from South Melbourne Hellas. Davidson has agreed terms with 
Croatia but Hellas has placed a $35,000 price tag on him and the 
Socceroo defender is understood to be considering taking legal 


action against Hellas.

St George won't be renewing the contracts of 
Rob and John O’Shea: John McKie is on a free 
transfer; Terry Greedy is transfer listed at 
$10,000; Roy Cotton is transfer listed at $8000 
and Stewart Porter is, in Arok’s words, “a 
week-to-week proposition”. 

Greedy can stay at St George but Arok has 
made it clear that his former No 1 goalkeeper 
will have to fight hard for his spot which cur- 
rently is in the clutches of Mike Gibson.

Rosebud for $5000 to fill the sweeper’s role; 
Scott Hughes, scorer of two goals in last 
year’s NSW State League Grand Final and 
signed from Sutherland for $4008; David

part of the Skeen deal; Kevin Meicock, a 
striker from Austral in Newcastle for $4000 
and a former Bristol City and Gisborne City 
player and Alan Pottier, signed from Stirling 
in Western Australia for $6000. 

Arok currently is negotiating for the signa- 
ture of defender or midfielder George Kulscar 
from Canberra. He expects to have to pay 
about $1500 for Kuscar's transfer fee. 

Arok also may sign midfielder Stuart John- 
ston from Sydney Olympic. Johnston is trans- 
fer listed at $5000 and has been training with St 
George. 

The Saints boss also is trying to sign a player 
on the local market but was keeping tight 
lipped about his identity. 

Forward Andrew Koczka was operated on 
last week for a snapped lateral ligament and 
will be out of action for about 10 weeks.

They had a major setback in New York when all their 
personal items were stolen. 

The African tour was not well organised and relations be- 
tween some of the 20 trvellers became strained, Tracey told her 
parents in a phone call from London. She and Margaret had 
been on other organised group tours in different parts if the 
world and had no problems 

They have little money left so intend to seek a refund of some 
tour money and compensation for extra costs and hardship.

There are questions that need to be an- 
tps in administration and on the field of 
play. 

Many will watch with huge interest the for- 
tunes of last year’s surprise packet, St George, 
which is seeking to revert to its former name 
of Budapest Sports Club in this, its 30th anni- 
versary year. 

The mooted name change would be a desper- 
ate bid to regain some of the Hungarian sup- 
port lost over the years, sacrificed on the altar 
of chasing the non-existent “dinky-di” 
followers. 

The second main ground for disgruntlement 
among this famous club's followers was the 
almost singular lack of success in capturing 
big name players in recent years. = «,-, 

In spite of this failure the red-whitt=And- 
greens managed to finish in the upper eche- 
lons fairly consistently under Frank Arok’s 
inspired guidance — not the least in 1986, when 
they were the surprise packets of the NSL in 
the “home straight”. 

Were it not for an abominable refereeing 
mistake in the Northern Division Grand Final, 
they may well have made it into the national 
play-offs instead of Sydney Olumpic! 

So what of 1987? There Is an overall new look 
about the club, both on and off the pitch. 

The staff under Arok has undergone a major 
overhaul, with Attie Abonyi taking over Frank 
Lang’s spot as the boss’s top assistant, a Com- 
mercial Manager has been engaged and Arok 
has moved up a notch, into a position of over- 
seeing many of the day-to-day tasks which 
were previously his personal responsibility. 

As for the playing staff, Budapest could well 
have a team which is hardly recognisable, with 
the emphasis very keavily on youth. 

Whether the policy is a success or not is open 
to question, however, if the former turns out to 
be the case, then Arok and his club will have 
shown the way out of financial ruination or 
dependence on handouts by capricious sup- 
porters, which seem to be the lot of many of 
their rival clubs, 

It is, therefore, in the interest of all of Aus- 
tralian soccer that Budapest SC succeeds in 


Big spenders 

Heading off on an opposite tack — it is 
America’s Cup time, after all — is Syd- 
ney Olympic. 

Almost always the bridesmaids, rarely the 
brides, has been their lot for decades, never 
more so than Jast season. 

The comprehensive thrashing in the hands 
of Adelaide Juventus showed up all their weak- 
nesses and shortcomings, which simply could 
not be compensated for through determination 
and burning ambition alone. 

The time honoured ploy of opening the 
cheque book wide during the off season was 
the Greg club’s chosen cure. 

The big money buys of David Ratcliffe and 
former arch ogre John Kosmina, plus a refor- 
mation in the mercurial character of Marshall 
Soper are counted on as the answers to Greek 
soccer fans’ prayers. 

The first two are definitely major assets for 
Olympic — but there is a question mark over 
their long term value in view of their ap- 
proaching veteran status. 

But that should not be a problem this year. 

As for Soper, well, what can one say except 
acknowledge his immense natural talent. 

If only it could be coupled with some disci- 
pline, common sense and a willingness to pull 
for the whole team instead of just for himself, 
then | would share the hopes others place on 
the lanky striker. 

Until then Soper can only be classified as 
one of the wayward talents of Australian soc- 
cer, impressive in flashes, but unable to make 
any impression In the longer term. 


Bye, bye Arthur 

Unless there is a big change of heart, 
1987 is also the swansong of ASF Presi- 
dent Sir Arthur George. 

His announced intention to retire next year 
evoked mixed feelings among many of us. 

Relief that a reign which has lasted much 
too long is finally coming to an end, and trepi- 
dation at what might follow. 

The Greek tycoon’s years and years and 
years as the undisputed ruler of the Australian 
scene were earmarked by grandiose plans and 
many, many promises, only to inevitably re- 
vert back to mediocrity and ad hocery in ad-

term planning was confirmed to flashy

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There are plenty of head counters, politi- 
cians and the like, but no able and inspiring 
administrators and leaders among them. 

Not even Charlie Perkins, whose heart might 
be in the right place, but whose temperament 
is totally unsuited for the tasks ahead. 

If one looks to find the biggest failure of 
Arthur George as ASF president it is this. 

After all those years at the helm his activity 
seemed to concentrate on perpetuating his 
own position. 

The mark of truly great leaders is their abill- 
ty to recruit and train individuals who are suit- 
ed and capable to succeed them on a moment's 
notice. 

In this area Australian soccer is no better off 
now than it was a decade ago! 


Quo vadis Hakoah 

What of the future of Sydney City Ha- 
koah, the greatest club this land has ever 
seen, or is ever likely to see, if sheer 
success is a measure of such things? 

The answer is, nobody knows. 

The Blues are in for another season, but the 
team is being killed by the death of a thousand 
cuts, 

Lack of finance is cited as the reason for the 
uncertainty by the Board of Directors, reason- 
able enough, except for a few simple facts. 

Soccer director Andrew Kemeny has stated 
that soccer expenditure makes up only six per- 
cent of the Hakoah club’s total annual 
expenditure, 

The Board constantly pontificates on the ne- 
cessity of capturing some meaningful sponsor- 
ship, while at the same time making absolutely 
sure that no such thing will eventuate, by re- 
fusing to assure the club’s continued existence 
beyond th end of each season. 

In such circumstances how can one put a 
professional proposition to potential sponsors? 

What support remains within Sydney’s pros- 
perous and growing Jewish community has 
been progressively alienated over the last few 
years through a number of deliberate 
measures. 

The soccer section has for as long as one 
could remember been run as a one man dicta- 
torship under various individuals, whose only 
responsibility was to the largely unelected Ha- 
koah Club Board of Directors. 

The one time that a Supporter’s Committee 
was given free reign over the soccer section, 
they were summarily dismissed in mid-season, 
as soon as they showed some signs of indepen- 
dent and progressive thinking. 

Furthermore, guided by some misguided 
ghetto mentality, the club’s Board has simply 
ignored the supporters’ unanimously ex- 
pressed plea at a properly constituted meeting 
to revert back to the traditional name of Ha- 
koah, ditching the discredited, meaningless 
and totally unsuccessfull Sydney City tag 
which was the brainchild of club president 
Frank Lowy and those of his supporters who 
don’t believe in silly things like market 
research. 

It has also been foreshadowed that Lowy will 
seek a “democratic” expression of club mem- 
bers’ opinion during the course of this year as 
to whether Hakoah should continue in top line 
soccer. 

The current Board's past record doesn’t hold 
out much hope for any real measure of democ- 
racy in this little exercise. 

When members previously tried to collect 
signatures for a democratic petition, seeking 
an extraordinary meeting of the club, they 
were refused access to the membership lists. 

They were barred from putting their point of 
view forward in the club magazine financed 
out of their fees, they were prevented from 
collecting signatures on the club premises and 
were denigrated through a full page advertise- 
ment in the Jewish media in Sydney. 

That kind of democracy is akin to the so- 
called “people’s democracies” of this workd 
and is completely foreign to the Australian 
way of doing things. 

Whether 1987 will see a change of tactics and 
methods remains to be seen, but not many of 
the people who have great affection for and 
pride in Hakoah soccer are holding their 
breath. 

In spite of all of the foregoing, opponents 
would make a grave mistake if they consid- 
ered Hakoah a spent force in 1987. 

Last year was evaluated as a failure, even 
though Eddie Thomson's boys won the Cup and 
reached the finals. 

Many clubs would give their eye teeth for 
such failures! 

Gomez is gone and his loss is a major one, 
but — rightly or wrongly — the club considers 
it did well out of John Kosmina’s departure. 

The former Socceroo skipper has served the 
Blues with great distinction, but was tipped to 
be past his peak at an age of over 30. 

A $17,000 transfer fee in the hand this year 
was considered better than perhaps nothing in 
a year or two. 

As for Joe Watson's semi-retirement to mi- 
nor league soccer, it was long anticipated as he 
drew near the twilight of a distinguised career.

If any young play- 
er could be said to 
have the world at his 
feet, that player 
surely is Michael 
Laudrup. 


Soon to turn 23 and al- 
ready established as a 
world-class striker, he can, 
barring some hideous 
quirk of fate, look forward 
to ever continuing glory 
with both his club, Juven- 
tus, and his country, 
Denmark. 

Laudrup was groomed 
for stardom almost from 
the moment of his birth on 
June 15, 1964, at the an- 
cient Danish city of Fred- 
eriksberg by his father 
Finn Laudrup. 

Finn, a former interna-

tional himself, did not quit 
playing until 1982 (when 
36), by which time Michael 
had already won himself a 
considerable reputation in 
the junior teams of Van- 
lose, Brondby and KB 
Copenhagen, 

Michael made his Dan- 
ish First Division debut for 
KB Copenhagen when 17, 
but immediately returned 
to Brondby upon Finn be- 
ing appointed coach there. 
Within a year he had ac- 
quired a first full interna- 
tional cap — won against 
Norway on his 18th 
birthday. 


Very soon some of the 
biggest names in European 
club soccer began to beata 
track to the Laudrup fam- 
ily home. Barcelona, Liver- 
pool, Ajax Amsterdam, 
Borussia Moenchenglad- 
back and Juventus were 
the most persistent in pur- 
suit of Michael’s signature. 

Barcelona provided an 
all-expenses paid trip for 
the Laudrups to the Cata- 
lan city, only for Allan Si- 
monsen, a long time family 
friend, to warn against 
signing: 

“There is far too much 
kicking in Spanish football, 











Some truly great players have emerged 
from past World Cup finals as tournament 
leading scorer, notably Leonidas, Sandor 
Kocsis, Just Fontaine, Eusebio, Gerd Mull- 
er, Mario Kempes and Paulo Rossi. To that 
list of redoutables the mame of Gary Win- 
ston Lineker has been added. 


If Lineker does not yet enjoy the repute of some of his 
predecessors, there can be no denying the Englishman's 
rare ability to score goals consistently at a time when 
they have never been scarcer. 

A season ticket holder at his home town club, 
Leicester City, when only eight years old, Lineker 
participated enthusiastically in a variety of sports 
throughout his formative years — cricket, athletics, 
golf, squash and snooker, as well as soccer. Snooker 
remains a passion and he can boast two century 
breaks and counts Willie Thorne, one of professional 
snooker’s leading lights, among his best friends. 

However, it was schoolboy athletics which proved to 
be of greatest benefit to him in his later soccer career. 
Lightning acceleration always has been a major feature 
of the Lineker game. 

Encouraged by his father, a fruit and vegetable stall 
holder at Leicester Market, Lineker concentrated upon 
soccer during his latter years at school. This earned him 
an apprenticeship at Leicester City when 16. 

Full-time professional forms were signed two years 
later and a first team debut made in January, 1979, asa 
right winger. It took three seasons, a conversion to cen- 
tral striker and a great deal of hard work, enthusiasm 
and commitment before he was able to claim a regular 
place in the Leicester senior side. 

Lineker’s eagerness for improvement through sheer 
application and ability to run throughout the 90 minutes 
of a game won him early comparisons with Kevin 
Keegan. 

He won his first cap for England in 1984, coming on

as a substitute against Scotland, but had to wait a 
further 10 months before gaining a place in the An- 
glos’ starting line-up. Although England coach Bobby 
Robson took some time to become convinced of Lin- 
eker’s worth at international level, nobody could ar- 
gue over his value in club soccer. For four seasons in 
succession the Leicester leading scorer had attracted 
offers from Liverpool, Manchester United, Ipswich 
Town, West Ham United and Tottenham Hotspur be- 
fore Everton parted with $1,600,000 to secure his 
transfer in 1985. 

The tall, hard working striker realised that he had 
little chance of winning major honors while wearing the 
colors of Leicester, a perpetual also-ran in English do- 
mestic soccer, and welcomed a move to Everton, then 
holder of the League Championship and European Cup 
Winners’ Cup, which promised to present him with nu- 
merous opportunities for glory. 

The 1985-86 season saw Lineker top the English 
League's goalscoring chart with 30 goals and capture 
both the Professional Footballers’ Association and Foot- 
ball Writers’ Association Player of the Year accolades. 
A hat-trick in a World Cup qualifier against Turkey 
helped cement his place in the England team. 

In Mexico, Lineker's lethal finishing in the six-yard 
box won admiration throughout the world and con- 
vinced Barcelona he was worth $5,600,000 — the figure 
required to persuade Everton to part with him. 

Becoming the World Cup finals’ leading goal-getter 
was the career high point for Leonidas, Fontaine, Euse- 
bio, Kempes and Rossi, but the feat may well be merely 
a springboard to greater things for the 25-years-old 
Englishman. 

He will be a key weapon in Barcelona’s armory, as it 
battles for the glittering prizes of Spain and Europe, 
while England looks to him as its spearhead for its 
European Championship campaign.

Sao Paulo slapped $4 mil. tag on Careca 


Even if judged a failure 
against its own standards 
which permits nothing less 
than outright success, Brazil’s 
1986 side left some marvellous 
memories — breathtaking co- 
ordinated attacking moves, ex- 
quisite individual skills and 
superbly executed goals. 


Five of the Brazilians’ 10 goals in the 
Mexico finals during the normal course 
of games (i.e. excluding penalty shoot- 
outs) came from Careca, a player whose 
emergence on the world scene had been 
long awaited. 

It was back in 1978 when Careca first 
appeared on the front pages of Brazil- 
ian sports publications as the spear- 
head for Guarani, a small club from 
Campinas, situated 100 kilometres 
north of Sao Paulo, during its shock Na- 
tional Championship triumph. The 


string of goals scored by the 17-year- 
old included a trophy clincher against 
Palmeiras in the final. 

Careca had joined Guarani five years 
earlier. The son of Olivera, a former star 
with the Ponte Preta club in Sao Paulo, 
he was enrolled for an innovative soccer 
school established by Guarani and 
played football during the day before 
studying at night, 

Originally known as Antonio de Oli- 
veiro Filho, he was nicknamed, for ob- 
scure reasons, after a locally famous 
circus clown. 

Guarani's fortunes declined steadily 
from 1978, but Careca’s reputation as a 
deadly striker grew. An inevitable na- 
tional team debut came against West 
Germany in March, 1982, and further 
appearances followed against Portugal, 
Switzerland and the League of Ireland, 
as Brazil’s warm-up program for the 
World Cup finals reached an advanced 
stage. 

It appeared certain that Careca would 


lead his country’s attack in Spain until a 
leg muscle injury, sustained just a week 
before the tournament commenced, re- 
duced him to the role of frustrated 
spectator. 

Had the lithe, quicksilver, yet strong 
and powerful Guarani striker worn 
Brazil’s number nine jersey instead of 
the obviously inadequte Serghino, who 
can tell what would have happened in 
the Mundial! of ’82? 

Ironically, Careca replaced the San- 
tos-bound Serghino at Sao Paulo FC early 
in 1983, following a Brazilian domestic 
record $1,000,000 transfer from Guarani. 

Sao Paulo obviously regarded its new 
striker as a bargain acquisition. Valencia 
found that a $4,000,000 price tag had 
been placed upon him when it made en- 
quiries a few months later. Two other 
major European clubs, Internazionale 
Milan and Nantes, also were deterred by 
that evaluation. 

Careca’s return to international soc- 
cer, soon after being crowned the Na- 


tional Championship’s top scorer, 
brought him five goals from as many 
games in mid-1983. Unfortunately, the 
goals then dried up and, for a period of 
16 months, he was omitted from “Sela- 
cao Brasileira”. 

A return to top form in 1985 saw him 
regain his place, but some indifferent 
performances then followed and only 
the expulsion from the Brazilian squad 
of fellow strikers Renato and Eder, 
both for disciplinary reasons, guaran- 
teed Careca’s selection in the opening 
World Cup finals game line-up against 
Spain. He then went on to prove himself 
the latest in a long line of world class 
Brazilian strikers. 

When the next finals are staged, Car- 
eca should, at 29 years of age, still be 
around and we can feel reasonably con- 
fident of seeing his dynamic marksman- 
ship in Italy. 

* With a Brazilian Mundial win now 
overdue, who would bet against greater 
glory lying ahead of him? 


Finn, Don't let your son 
join Barcelona,” said Si- 
monsen and the advice was 
heeded. 

Early in 1983, the Brit- 
ish Press reported that 
Michael had signed for 
Liverpool, the club he sup- 
ported as a boy, in a 
$500,009 transfer. It 
wasn’t until two months 
later that the truth was 
revealed — all conditions 
had been agreed, except 
the duration of the con- 
tract. Liverpool! insisted 
upon four years, but Finn 
regarded that as being far 
too long and would accept 
no term beyond two years. 
Negotiations were 
terminated. 

Michael continued serv- 
ing Brondby until ap- 
proached by John Hansen, 
a star forward with Den- 
mark and, from 1948 to 
1954, Juventus. Hansen ar- 
ranged the series of meet- 
ings, in both Turin and 
Copenhagen, which were 
required before Laudrup 
signed a contract with the 
Italian giant, 

Yet, it was over two 
years before the young 
Dane was actually to wear 
a Juve shirt. First he com- 
pleted his academic stud- 
ies and then spent a couple 
of seasons on loan to Ro- 
man club Lazio — Juven- 
tus being content to retain 
Michel Platini and Zbig- 
niew Boniek as the two for- 
eign players it was 
permitted to field. 

The period with Lazio 
proved most traumatic. 
Firstly, Laudrup had prob- 
lems learning the Italian 
language and then found 
great difficulty in adjusting 
from the training of a part- 
time footballer to the seven 
arduous sessions a week 
Lazio players underwent. 

Those personal troubles 
were eventually overcome, 
but nothing could be done 
to counter the internal 
strife which bedevilled La- 
zio. During the 1984-85 sea- 
son Lazio played under 
three different managers 
and ended the campaign at 
the bottom of Serie A. 

There was considerable 
speculation about Lau- 
drup’s future at this stage. 
It seemed probable that he 
would return to Denmark, 
only for Juventus to dis- 
card Boniek and bring the 
Scandanavian six footer to 
Turin. 

From that time on, Lau- 
drup’s career has been on 
the up and up. His pace, 
skill and powerful shoot- 
ing have placed him 
among the top strikers in 
the game today. 

In the months prior to 
playing in the 1986 World 
Cup finals, he gained an 
Italian League Champion- 
ship medal and the Danish 
Footballer of the Year 
award. In Mexico, Laudrup 
enhanced his reputation 
but returned to Europe dis- 
appointed after the team 
which promised so much, 
with exhilarating early 
performances, crashed 
wretchedly to Spain in 
their quarter final. 

Hopefully, the much ad- 
mired Danes will gain a 
just reward in the near fu- 
ture. If so, Michael Lau- 
drup inevitably will play a 
major role in their success 
and perhaps the latest Lau- 
drup to gain footballing 
fame will be playing along- 
side him.

“I'm a strong believer in the 
idea that every coach should 
work his way up through the 
ranks and that every coach 
should have a coaching certifi- 
cate,"" Klaus said

the top grades without first 
having served their 
apprenticeship,

CARNEVALE 


Remo Carnevale (pictured) Hobart 
City-Azzurri’s new coach, is confident of 
doing a good job in his first year in 
charge of a Tasmanian senior club. 


“I think our number one priority is to stay in 
the Cadbury State League by avoiding relegation 
in our first year at senior Jevel,” Carnevale said. 


“Priority number two is to win the premier- 
ship,” he added with a chuckle. 

Carnevale had an illustrious playing career, 
beginning with Caledonians in 1962 

He only made two senior appearances for the 
club, spending most of the time in the under-19s 
and reserves, before moving on to Juventus in 
i964 

He was to remain with the club for a total of 15 
years 
"After retiring from the senior scene in 1978 — 
his last game was as a second-half substitute in 
Juventus's 0-5 loss to Croatia-Glenorchy in the 
first flood-lit match in Tasmania — he had short 
spells with Hobart City and P.O. Saints. ; 

He now keeps fit by playing indoor soccer with 
Euro, the team that represented Tasmania in the 
recent Canberra tournament 

ATthough he has coached junior teams at Dom- 
inic College and Juventus, the task facing him at 
Hobart City will be the toughest yet. 

To prepare himself for it, Carnevale has en- 
rolled for the level three coaching course to be 
held in Uliverstone prior to the start of the 
season. noi 

“I can already see a lot of the responsibilities 
I'll have and the problems that will lie ahead for 


me but, as time goes on, I'll get a better feel of 
what's involved,” he said 

“I'm pretty confident I'll do a good job be- 
cause of the years I've been involved with 
soccer 


“We'll do well with the players we’ve got 
because they’re very keen to do well and to 
prove that they’re worthy of playing in the top 
league. 


“One of the problems they'll face, of course, is 
coping with the pressure week after week, game 
after game, and having to carry on until the end 
of the season.” ; 

Carnevale would like to add a few more quali- 
ty players to his squad for, as he says, the opposi- 
tion might have problems if he can field a really 
good side : 

He looks for skill and the ability to think quick- 
ly in his players and he likes intelligent players 
who keep their heads up and use the ball wisely 
rather than just kick it aimlessly up front 


Hobart City is the second Italian club in the 
Cadbury State League and Carnevale believes 
that the rivalry between City and Juventus 
should benefit the game by bringing back the 
supporters in their droves. 

Sentiment plays no part in soccer at the top 
tevel, however, and although Carnevate still 
cherishes the black-and-white colours of his for- 
mer club, he has no compunction about beating 
Juventus. 

“ respect Juventus but it will be a source of 
great satisfaction for me and the team if we beat 
them,” he said.

Arsenal hit hard by 


United’s 


Norman Whiteside lived up to 
his reputation as Manchester 
United’s answer to Rambo last 
Saturday when a fierce early 
tackle lit the fuse for an explo- 
sive game which brought Arse- 
nal’s 22-match unbeaten run to 


an unhappy end. 

Whiteside, one of the hardest tacklers in 
English soccer, clattered into David 
O'Leary after just two minutes. 

The two men tangled on the floor but 
referee George Tyson declined to book 
either man, setting the tone for a match 
which repidly got out of control. 

The fouls came thick and fast in a caul- 
dron-like atmosphere as 51,000 United 
fans roared-on their side. Whiteside was 
the first to enter the referee's notebook 
but Arsenal ended the game with five play- 
ers booked, while at one stage Terry Gib- 
son and O'Leary traded punches in the 
middle of the field. 

A goal by United’s Gordon Strachan 
after 55 minutes failed to concentrate Ar- 
senal's attention on purely soccer matters 
and two minutes later the game blew up in 
Tyson’s face. 

Arsenal’s David Rocastle, booked short- 
ly beforehand, became involved in a kick- 
ing match with Whiteside and was sent off. 
Whiteside, cautioned in the first half, re- 
mained on the fleld. 

The Arsenal players, beside themselves 
with anger, crowded round Tyson to re- 
monstrate and they were soon joined by 
manager George Graham. 

The game eventually restarted but Arse- 
nal's mind seemed fixed more on revenge 
than on grabbing the equaliser. England 
fullback Viv Anderson and Paul Davis 
were lucky to stay on the pitch. 

Gibson scored United's second in injury 
time to hand Arsenal its first defeat since 
mid-November and continue the United 
renaissance since the arrival of manager 
Alex Ferguson two months ago.

Champion Liverpool struggied against 
a tight Newcastle defence until the 53rd 
minute when Paul Walsh, whose place is 
under threat from Oxford’s John Al- 
dridge, drifted into space to head home 
Jan Molby’s cross. 

Ian Rush put the issue beyond doubt 12 
minutes from time when he stabbed home 
a Gary GIllespie knockdown for his 27th 
goal of the season. 

Aldridge bade a disappointing farewell 
to Oxford — he joined Liverpool on Mon- 
day — failing to score as his side went 
down 3-1 to Watford. 

Coventry also suffered a 3-1 home de- 
feat as Tony Cottee scored a hat-trick for 
West Ham. Brian Borrows replied for Cov- 
entry with a penalty three minutes from 
time, 


Luton moved into fifth place with a 1-0 
win over Leicester on its artificial pitch at 
Kenilworth Road, Mike Newell scoring in 
the 59th minute, while Queen’s Park Rang- 
ers — another side playing on plastic — 
beat Southampton 2-1. 

Tottenham's Steve Hodge turned out 
against former club Aston Villa and pro- 
vided the perfect answer to the Villa fans 
who booed his every touch by scoring 
twice in the 3-0 win.
